Report on SPF herd program 


More than 100 Iowa swine herds are in various 
stages of development now as Specific Pathogen- 
Free herds. In fact, the oldest herd in the program 
started natural farrowings last June—and was try- 
ing for certification in December as lowa’s first 
natural-farrowed pathogen-free swine herd. 


New findings on temperature effects 


Here’s more information to help you decide how to 
control the environment for your baby pigs. 
®@ Baby pigs’ growth rate, appetite, and feed effi- 
ciency are not greatly affected by mean tempera- 
tures from 45 to 90 degrees in “‘draft-free”’ buildings. 
(The temperature may vary from night to day in 
a normal cycle above and below the mean without signifi- 
cantly affecting performance.) 
@ However, from 50 pounds to market weight, pigs 
gained faster and more efficiently at mean tempera- 
tures close to 60 degrees. 

These findings were announced after tests by 
D. W. Mangold of lowa State University. 


Plan test of artificial insemination 


Ohio scientists plan to launch a field trial of arti- 
ficial insemination of swine in a 12-county area in 
co-operation with 2 dairy Al associations. Semen 
from 12 certified boars will be available. 


Here's '61 hog price picture 
Che hog price pattern in 1961 is going to look a 
lot different than in the year just completed. 

Winter-spring: Fairly steady, though gradually 
rising near the end of the period. 

Summer: Peak prices most likely during late June 
or early July. Near 878. Downtrend may get under 
way by late July—prices usually turn downward 
earlier during years of increasing production. 

Fall: Much more normal seasonal decline than 
the months just past—with prices likely averaging 
$2 to $3 below the fall of 1960. 


Why hog price won't collapse 
Fears of a return to 1959-type hog prices by the 
end of the year can be all but ruied out completely. 

It would take a whopping 20% increase over 
1960 to bring the spring pig crop back up to the 
1959 level—and a nearly 25% jump to bring the 
same pork supplies per person. 

Only once in the past 12 years has the spring crop 
risen more than 10%—and that was an 11.4% hike 
after the 1958 crop when the fall-quarter hog-corn 
ratio was the best on record.

Copper sulfate proved again 


Last month we reported Kentucky tests—here are 
lowa test results: Copper sulfate in rations of baby 
pigs from 2 to 8 weeks of age increased the pigs’ 
daily gains 19% and feed efficiency more than 6% 
as compared to pigs not getting copper sulfate. 
Compound evidently acts like an antibiotic. 


Does it pay to feed less, more often? 

Researcher A. H. Jensen (right, below) and herds- 
man Harold Cope weigh feed for a “frequency and 
level of feeding” test at the University of Illinois. 
They’ re checking to see if it pays to feed pigs limited 
amounts of feed more often during the day. We'll 
report results when they become available. 


What's ahead in hog consumption 
W. P. Garrigus, animal scientist at the University 
of Kentucky, recently forecast that the per capita 
consumption of pork would increase 20% in the 
next 10 years. Such an increase, on top of the ex- 
pected population growth, would require over 40% 
more pork than was produced last year (1960). 
This forecast may be overly optimistic, but im- 
proved quality of pork, increased consumer buying 
power, and lowered production costs might make it 
possible to sell that much pork at a profit. 


Profit tip: Buy soybean meal now! 

The choice between feeding animal proteins or soy- 
bean meal to hogs now favors soybean meal in 
many areas. Both are priced lower than a year ago, 
but soybean meal has taken the sharpest drop. 
How to decide: Figure you can pay up to about 
Y more per ton of tankage (60% protein), and 
about 15% more for meat meal (50% protein),

More proof good bull pays 


The cattle outlook for the next decade puts more 
emphasis on turning a top-notch bull in with your 
beef herd this spring. Here’s the double pay-off: 

Better calves now. Faster gaining, less feed per 
100 pounds, and higher market prices. Purdue 
studies show a superior bull on 30 cows can return 
$2,280 more in 4 years than an ordinary bull with 
24c calves—and about $1,900 more with 20c calves. 

ae cows later. Heifers sired this spring or 
summer will produce most of their calves for the 
markets during the “improvement” years forecast 
for the last half of the 60s. 

Economics: A superior bull is well worth the extra 
investment. Pick one whose official performance- 
test records show he weighed at least 500 pounds at 
6 months and graded at least Choice. 


Low-level tranquilizer didn't help 


University of Kentucky researchers say feeding a 
small amount (2 mg. per day) of reserpine, a tran- 
quilizer which has been tested as a feed additive, 
did not help a group of stocker steer calves. 


A coming method of moving cattle? 


Cattle hauled piggyback—in truck trailers carried 
on railroad flatcars—arrive at market ‘in better 
condition, according to a trailer company. In haul- 
ing 600 cattle from Chicago to the East Coast, they 
say they saved 5 hours time and about $5 per 
animal due to less handling. 


Expect earlier fed-cattle price peak 
The peak in fed cattle prices will probably be 
reached a little earlier than last year—when there 
was no significant down-turn until May. 

Why: While about the same fotal number of cattle 
were on feed during early fall than a year earlier, 
there was a 5% increase in the 700-900 pound 
weights and a 15% jump in the 500-700 pound 
bracket. It points to an earlier pickup in spring 
marketings. 

Next clue: Will come in USDA’s report of cattle 
on feed January 1. Watch for it at midmonth—not 
just the total numbers but the breakdown of weights 
compared with a year ago. 


Consumers continue to eat more beef 


Consumer demand for beef has increased impor- 
tantly in recent years. Where consumers spent only 
about $2.25 out of each $100 of income in 1953-54- 
55, they spent $2.55 in the latest 3-year period. This 
trend is favorable for beef producers. 


Pros and cons of pelleted roughages 

George Pendergrass, University of Kentucky beef 
specialist, lists these advantages and disadvantages: 
Advantages 

@ They require less storage space. 

@ They’re easier to handle in bulk. 

@ The animals’ daily intake of feed may increase 
if unpalatable rations are pelleted. 

@ Less rumination is required. 

@ There’s less waste in pelleted roughage. 

@ They can assure a balanced ration. 

@ Pelleting an all-roughage ration usually improves 
gain and feed efficiency. 

Disadvantages 

@ They cost extra to grind and pellet. 

@ Animal’s rumen seems to need coarse roughage. 
@ Transportation costs to the pelleting mill and 
back may be high. 

@ No increase in gain can consistently be shown on 
high-concentrate rations for beef cattle. 


Pelleting milo paid in Kansas tests 


Pelleted sorghum grain produced cheaper gains on 
wintering and fattening steers in Kansas tests than 
rolled sorghum grajn, despite the $3 a ton extra 
cost of pelleting.

Another view of '61 beef picture 


Purdue economists say beef cattle marketings are 
likely to increase from 5 to 10% with a general de- 
cline in prices of from $2 to $3 per hundredweight. 
Better grades of fed cattle will hold their price 
better than lower grades—profits from feeding 
operations can be expected to remain relatively 
low. Profits from beef cow herds will decline. 


Cattle numbers reports don't jibe!

1961 Outlook: Not too rosy 


This year won’t likely be as good as last 
year—probably more like 1959. 

Here's why: Prospects for larger sup- 
plies of poultry meats throughout the year, 
and of eggs during the last half. 

No crash predicted: But could hit eggs 
hard by year’s end if the spring pullet 
hatch increases more than 10% over 1960. 
Egg prices may be weak 
Egg prices are due to feel the effects of 
next fall’s prospective big supply 6 to 8 
months in advance. 

How it works: Spring egg markets de- 
pend on storage demand. And storage 
demand depends upon whether storers 
expect a price rise between spring and 
fall. With a large egg supply expected to 
depress fall prices, spring storage demand 
probably won't be strong. 


Rate of lay is climbing fast 


A record rate-of-lay is putting extra 
pressure on egg prices. While layer num- 
bers are down about 5% from last year, 
production has been off only about 3%. 

Big increase in rate of lay has been in 
fall and winter months—150 more eggs 
per 100 layers per month than 5 years 
ago. Springtime increase has been only 


about half of that. 


Turkey prices to dip, too 

Look for turkey prices the next 3 or 4 
months to run 3c or 4c below last year’s 
26c-28c U.S. averages. 


Broiler output to increase 


Another boost in broiler output is in sight 
for 1961—with lower average prices. 

Biggest price change is due in first 8 
months—when U. S. average ranged be- 
tween 17c and 18c in 1960. Broiler num- 
bers may rise 8% or more during this 
period. 

Why production may climb: These indi- 
cators point to higher output: 

1. 15-year upward trend—12% aver- 
age increase per year. 

2. Fair profits first 10 months of 1960. 

3. More hatching eggs available. 
4. Lower feed costs. 


Poultry consumption up in '60 


Consumers ate record amounts of poultry 
meat in 1960; they’ll eat more in °61. But 
egg intake should continue to slide.

Here's custom milking service 


George Dion, East Cleveland, Ohio, de- 
signed this mobile custom milking rig, 
plans to serve small Grade A dairymen 
who don’t want to convert to a bulk tank 

How it would work: Rig would visit a 
farm twice daily, operator would milk 
cows, weigh the milk, take necessary sam- 
ples; and haul the milk away. 

Estimated cost: About $1.75 a hundred 
Dion thinks it will handle about 200 cows 
on a twice-a-day milking schedule. 


Blood types forecast offspring 


By knowing the blood types of your ani- 
mals, you may someday be able to pre- 
dict what type offspring will be produced 
by mating any 2, Ohio scientists predict 
They recorded the blood types and 
kept breeding records of some 3,000 
cattle—and found that cows with certain 
factors in their blood usually produce 
more than cows lacking these factors. 


Dairy income to go up 
Good year ahead for dairymen, incomes 
averaging above 1960. Since profits are 
the product of production times prices 
minus costs, look at prospects for each: 

Production: It's on the upswing and 
may set a new record at 127 billion 
pounds for the year. That’s more than 1 
billion pounds above tke 1957 record. 

Prices: Above 12 months earlier, for 
most of the year. Much depends on sup- 
port level after April 1. Higher supports 
than those in effect during most of 1960 
are a safe bet, though. 

Costs: About the same as 1960. 


Dairy farm numbers cut in half 
Number of farms seliing milk is exactly 
half that of 1940, USDA reports. But 
we’re producing 15% more milk 

The outlook: Migration out of dairying 
will continue, but at a slower pace. In- 
creases in cows per farm and milk per 
cow will also continue, but at a faster 
clip. Upshot may be substantial increases 
in total milk production 
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Cows had milk fever? Try this 


Feeding high levels of vitamin D is about 
80% effective in preventing milk fever in 
cows that have had it before 

Recommendations from Ohio research work- 
ers: Beginning 5 days before the predicted 
due date, feed 20 million units of vitamin 
D per day (10 million morning and eve- 
ning). Continue vitamin D feeding until 
the day after calving or for 7 days, which- 
ever comes first. In no case should vitamin 
D be fed longer than 7 days. 


More on soybeans for protein 

Recent Cornell tests support Penn State 
work we told you about last month—that 
cows fed soybean oil meal give more milk 
than those on linseed oil meal. 

Comell tests also showed: Cooked soy- 
beans containing all the oil increased 
milk yield and cut fat content of the milk 
in comparison with soybean oz! meal. 


Starter program saves milk 


Calves grew normally without milk or 
any other liquid feed after they were 31 
days old in lowa State University tests. 

The feeding schedule: First 3 days, re- 
main with dam; 4 to 24 days, whole milk 
at the rate of 8% of the calf’s body 
weight daily; 25 to 31 days, whole milk 
at the rate of 4% of calf’s body weight. 

Calves also had free access to a starter. 
Calves were fed vitamin A and D weekly. 
Researchers also recommend feeding 
good legume or grass-legume hay. 


Fear new dairy surplus 


There’s real concern about another milk 
glut, a build-up in surplus. Recent low 
level of CCC buying—the lowest in 7 
years—imay be short-lived. 

Here's why: Milk production is off and 
running. It increased 1.1 billion pounds 
in 1960 and USDA forecasts an increase 
of 1.5 billion pounds in 1961. The rising 
population will drink up only a small 
part of this, barring a reversal of the per- 
person consumption trend (down nearly 
10% in 10 years). 


Why dairy promotion needed 


Above outlook is why you'll see stepped- 
up efforts to hold the line on milk de- 
mand, to halt or slow the downtrend. 

The background: If per-person demand 
could be held steady, even at current low 
levels, a projected population rise of 1.8% 
per year would boost demand by roughly 
2 billion pounds each year 

In contrast, milk consumption has 
risen a total of only 3 billion pounds in 
the past 5 years combined.

INTERV IEW 


Weve had private talks with persons 
who are close to President-elect John F. 
Kennedy, and some who will hold key 
farm posts in his regime. Here’s the con- 
sensus of what you can expect from Wash- 
ington when the new administration 
takes the reins later this month. 


Q. Will there be a quick shuffle of farm pro- 
grams for 1961? 

A. No. But there will be action in some 
areas, of course. Dairy price supports will 
be extended beyond March 31 at, or pos- 
sibly higher than, present levels. Cotton 
price supports will have to be announced 
within the next month or two. And both 
the Mexican Labor Law and the Sugar 
Act are up for extension this year. 


Q. What is the timetable for new programs? 
A. Soon after Congress convenes, the 
Kennedy Administration will give, in 
broad outline, its major recommenda- 
tions. By early spring, the agricultural 
committees of the House and Senate will 
launch hearings—mainly to get sug- 
gestions from all lines of farming. 

Next, specific legislative proposals will 
be drafted. Then will come hearings on 
these. Floor debate and voting on new 
programs could come late in 1961; more 
likely it will be delayed until the start of 
the 1962 session, with the possible ex- 
ception of wheat 


Q. Are strict production controls planned by 
the Kennedy administration? 

A. If Congress goes for the strict control 
approach, it will be on the basis of en-

abling farmers to vote on such programs 
The Kennedy administration plans to of- 
fer such legislation—but how hard it will 
push such proposals remains to be seen. 
Unless at least 24 of the farmers direct- 
ly concerned approve tight controls, they 
won’t be saddled with the controls. 


Q. Will these proposed tight controls be in 
terms of bushels and pounds? 

A. That, of course, will be considered. 
But even many Democrats privately 
agree with Secretary Benson that such 
controls would be difficult to administer. 
They lean instead to strict acreage curbs 
coupled with a cross-compliance law. 


Q. Will the new administration try for laws 
to control livestock output, too? 
A. There will be proposals for, control 
programs on both dairy and poultry pro- 
duction. But whether they'll ever be- 
come law is, as of now, anybody’s guess. 
For other livestock—hogs, beef cattle, 
and sheep—present thinking is that a con- 
trol program wouldn’t be necessary. 
Rather, it’s reasoned that both produc- 
tion and prices can be controlled indirectly 
by the supply and price level of feed 
grains. That is, that high-priced corn 
will lead to high-priced livestock. 


Q. What if farmers reject controls? 

A. Then they can figure on government 
crop loans pegged at relatively low levels, 
probably based on a percentage of mar- 
ket price. Don’t expect Washington to 
continue programs that have accumu- 
lated surpluses at the clip of recent years. 


Q. Will an expanded conservation reserve have 
a place in new programs? 

A. Odds are against it: Kennedy has 
never really been sold on the program. 
And neither have many other influential 
Democrats—either on the agriculture 
committees or the all-powerful appropri- 
ations committees. Money will be avail- 
able to honor existing contracts. 


Q. What's ahead for other farm programs? 
A. Most other farm laws aren’t expected 
to be juggled. Soil conservation practice 
payments, wool program, grain storage, 
surplus disposal, export sales, and so on 
figure to operate much as in the past. 


Q. Can a rash of farm spending be expected 
under the Democrats? 

A. No. In fact, the farm program price 
tag may well be cut. That’s because Ken- 


national defense and social welfare. Thus, 
to continue even the present level of farm 
spending would mean either deficit fi- 
nancing or higher taxes—with strong 
pressure in Congress against both. 


Q. Will there be better co-operation between 
Congress and the White House? 
A. Almost certainly yes—compared to 
recent years when the Administration 
was Republican, Congress Democratic. 
Don’t jump to the conclusion, though, 
that farm state lawmakers will write their 
own ticket at the White House. First there 
is still the City Bloc—downright anti- 
farm—in Congress. Also, Kennedy owes 
his election to city voters.

New rules on retirement earnings 

Here are new Social Security rules on amount you can 
earn after retirement and still get benefits. Rules become 
effective January 1, 1961. 

@ As under the old rules, there’s no loss of benefits if you 
earn less than $1,200. If you earn more than $1,200 a 
year, you will lose $1 of benefits for each $2 that you earn 
from $1,200 to $1,500. 

® For every $1 you earn over $1,500, you will lose $1 of 
benefits. 

® And you won’t lose benefits for any month that you 
neither earn wages of more than $100 nor render sub- 
stantial services in self-employment. 


DEADLINES 


January 15 is the deadline to file and pay an estimate of 
your tax on 1960 income. A final return, plus the balance 
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of any tax owed, is then due April 15. Or as usual, you 
have the option of filing and paying your income tax on a final 
return by February 15, 1967. 


January 31 is the price support loan deadline on these 


1960 crops: Wheat, soybeans, oats, barley, dry beans, 
flaxseed, rye, rice, and cottonseed.

Lambs do well on no-hay ration 


In lowa State University tests, lambs 
fed a completely mixed high-concentrate, 
no-hay ration graded 4 higher and sold 
for $1.79 per hundred more than lambs 
on conventional rations. They were mar- 
keted on a carcass grade and yield basis. 

The fortified high-concentrate ration 
consisted of 58%, rolled corn, 104% soy- 
bean meal, 7%, molasses, 20% ground 


corncobs and 444% minerals. 


Pellets appeal to lambs 


In University of Missouri tests, lambs on 
a creep ration they preferred ate more, 
gained 20% faster, and graded higher 
than lambs on shelled corn. 

The pelleted ration lambs liked best 
was coraposed of 60% corn, 30% soybean 
meal, and 10% wheat bran. 

In other palatability tests Missouri 
researchers found: 

@ Using alfalfa meal instead of soybean 
meal increased acceptability. 

@ Corn syrup added as a sweetener did 
not help 

@ Pelleting of corn increased acceptance 
up to 5 times.

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New tax rules 
on off-farm income 
By Fred Bailey, Jr. 


A jolting reminder from the Internal 
Revenue Service to farmers who hold 
down an off-farm job: 

@ If more than \% of your income in 
1961 will come from nonfarm employ- 
ment, you can no longer use the special 
tax payment options open only to 
“farmers.” 

@ Not only that, but starting this year 
new rules dictate whether you'll have to 
pay tax just once a year or 4 times 


Here's a brief rundown of the rules: 


If 24 or more of your income is derived 
from farming, you can 

1. Pay tax on an estimate of your pre- 
vious year’s income by January 15 and 
then file a final return by April 15. 

2. Or file a final return and pay the 
entire tax bill by February 15 

Keep in mind, though, that this option 
is available only if no more than 14 ol 
your income is carned off the farm. 

And don’t overlook your wife’s earn- 
ings—if you file a joint return, any in- 
come she has must also be included in 
your calculations ' 

Suppose you figure your off-farm carn- 
ings will be more than '4 your total in- 
come. Then what? That depends on your 
answers to the following 2 questions, both 
new this year 

Question 7. Will the tax on your total 
income for the coming year (minus any 
tax withheld) likely be less than $40? 

Question 2. Will your farm income 
plus any other income not subject to 
withholding 
total income less than $5,000 ($10,000 if 


be less than $200 and your 


you file a joint return)? 

Unless you can give a “‘yes”’ answer to 
at least 1 of the 2 questions, then the law 
requires that you pay tax on your esti- 
mated income in 4 quarterly installments 
That is, tax on estimated 1961 farm in- 
come will have to be paid during 1961. 
First installment is due April 15, 1961 
Use Tax Form No. 1040-ES 

Tip: Tax men point out, however, one 
way you can avoid the nuisance of having 
to make quarterly tax payments on your 
farm income. That’s by arranging with 
your nonfarm employer to increase the 
amount of tax withheld from your pay. 

For example, say you figure you’ll owe 
$600 tax on your 1961 farm income. 
Then, by having an additional $50 a 
month withheld from your off-farm sal- 
ary, you'd no longer be required to file a 
declaration of estimated income or to 
make quarterly payments. It’s legal, too.

Why farmers: 
DON’T QUIT 


Surveys conducted in the Midwest by 
lowa State University indicate farm fam- 
ilies consider several factors other than lou 
farm income before they decide to move 
off the farm and into a new occupation 

Gordon E. Bivens, management expert 
at lowa State, says the following factors 
are involved in the decision of established 
farmers to move to the city-—and to some 
extent by young people deciding whether 
to farm or not 


Psychological factors: Some farm fami- 
lies say they hesitate to move off the farm 
because they’re uncertain about how they 
might get along in town. Farmers aren't 
sure about how they'd do in a city job 
Families are unsure of how they’d adapt 
to life under city conditions—whether 
they’d find new friends in the new com- 
munity. There is a degree of security in 
familiar surroundings 


Social factors: Family ties, community 
loyalty, and local commitments may tend 
to keep a family from moving despite pos- 
sibilities of higher earnings in off-farm 
work. The family may feel strongly about 
farming as a way of life—if so, financial 
sacrifices may fade into the background 
and be of minor consideration 


Economic factors: These include the 
costs of moving from the farm to a non- 
farm location, uncertainty about (1) job 
opportunities in the new locale, (2) non- 
farm family living costs, and (3) the 
possibility of unemployment or lack of a 
steady job 

Sociologists say a family must have a 
‘felt need’ before they will leave the 
farm. This need may be caused by a de- 
sire for more income, regular hours or 
income, and fringe benefits—like health 
insurance and retirement plans 

Once a family has considered changing 
vocations, it has recognized a “‘felt need” 
of some sort, say the sociologists 

In one survey only 8% of the 203 farm 
families interviewed had seriously con- 
sidered leaving farming. Of these, low 
farm income was the reason most often 
mentioned—other reasons given included 
health, a preference for other work, and 
desire for retirement 

Though they had considered a change, 
none of the 8%, had made a change at the 
time of/the survey, primarily because of 
the psychological, social, and economic 
factors. Family ties to the farm were 
mentioned most often as a reason for not 
making a change 

In another survey, farmers were asked 
to estimate the income they would have to 
expect to consider moving to nonfarm 
employment both in the same locality, 
100, and 300 miles away. They indicated 
they’d have to have from /.5 to 2.7 times 
their present farm incomes to consider nonfarm 
employment. The amount needed increased 
as the distance of movement increased.

hog ration It’s no longer necessary to use complex mixtures of oil meals 


and meat and fish by-products to balance corn and minerals when fed to growing and finishing hogs. 
Recent research shows soybean oil meal contains the major source of protein needed. 

By adding only small amounts of some of the trace mineral elements, a few vitamins and an anti- 
biotic, plus the major mineral elements of calcium, phosphorus, and salt, you have reached the ulti- 
mate in supplementing corn. See charts above for details on formulating a ration. 

Mineral requirements: Aside from the major mineral requirements of calcium, phosphorus, and salt, 
it appears that a corn-soy ration can be improved by adding zinc and perhaps iron, copper manganese, 
and iodine.

Antibiotics and arsenicals: When a corn-soy ration is properly balanced with the major minerals, trace 
minerals, vitamins, and antibiotics, there seems to be little advantage in including the bulkier sources 
of ‘unidentified growth factors.”” These include fish solubles, distillers’ solubles, and animal products. 
End result—lower pork production costs: With soybeans grown throughout the Corn Belt, hogmen are 
buying and storing their year’s soybean oil meal requirements when prices are lowest in the fall.

PARTNERSHIP 


The Dunklaus give themselves monthly paychecks from the partnership joint 
bank account. But they've got to make sure they earn enough to pay their own 
salaries. Here's how the father, three sons, and their families divide the work, 
specialize, and get a business big enough to make a comfortable living. They 
feel it's a good way to keep the farm in the family—and the family farming.

Every morning a bulk milk tank from Omaha pulls into 
the yard of the Emil A. Dunklau farm in Washington 
County, Nebraska. Its operator backs the truck to the 
milk room containing Dunklau’s 300 gallon bulk tank. 
Within 15 minutes, the tank is emptied and the truck 
pulls out again with 2,000 pounds of Grade A milk. 

This pickup service, repeated every day of the year, 
brings great satisfaction to Emil Dunklau, 53, and his 
three sons, LeRoy, 27, Dyral, 20, and David, 25. The 
steady flow of milk and the cash return from vealers, 
Holstein-Angus feeders, 200 head of hogs, and 650 acres 
of crops are the benefits of a family partnership which 
began 4 years ago. 

Then, the Dunklaus faced a familiar problem 
make room for the sons on the family farm. At 48 years 
of age, Emil was too young to retire and let the boys take 
over. Nor could his 200 acres and small livestock program 
provide adequate income for him and the boys if he took 
them in. It looked like the old story with the unhappy 
ending—premature retirement for the father or city jobs 
for the sons. 

The Dunklaus solved their problem by forming the 
Dunklau and Sons partnership and expanding both 
vertically in livestock and horizontally in acres. 

Before: They kept 14 to 20 cows and milked 10. 

Now: They have 100 cows with 70 in the milk line. 

Hog production: Has gone up from 100 to 150-200 
hogs and is more efficient because they switched to con- 
finement raising. 

A flock of 400 layers has been eliminated. 

Before: They owned and operated 200 acres. 

Now: They rent an additional 300 acres and have 
bought another 150 acres. 

In the future: They plan to build up to 150 cows with 
90 to 100 in the milking line. Hog production will stay at 
about 200 head a year.

Emil Dunklau, senior partner and father, handles the hog chores.

In the 
background pictures you see the four partners at work, in the fore- 
ground you see them as relaxing businessmen-farmers. 
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What are the advantages of a family partnership lik« 
the Dunklaus? How much capital was needed for expan- 
sion and who provided it? How do they divide the work 
load? What legal help was necessary in setting up the 
partnership? We'll consider these and other questions. 

Members of the partnership. Let’s begin by briefly 

introducing the members of the partnership. 
@ The senior members are Emil and Lenora Dunklau. 
They moved on their home place in 1932. It was 80 acres 
then—owned by Emil’s father. During the depression 
they kept up payments by milking a few cows and doing 
odd jobs as available. As times improved they paid for 
this farm and another 120 acres. 

They remodeled the house on the home farm 6 years 
ago, and its conveniences include a modern kitchen and 
automatic heat. They now have moved to Arlington— 
about 2 miles from the home farm. 

@ David, and wife Judy, now live on the home farm. 

@ LeRoy, and his wife Donna, live on the 150-acre farm 
the partnership bought last spring i 
from the home place. 

@ Dyral, and his wife, [llene, live in a rented house in 
Arlington. 

How to form and run a partnership. The Dun- 
klaus found these steps help assure a successful farm part- 
nership operation. 

1. Know what you want. “The first rule in setting 
up a family partnership is for all those involved to make 
up their minds that’s what they want and stick by it,” 
Emil says. ““When LeRoy and David were positive they 
wanted to farm, we decided to form a family partnership 
and expand our operation. We told Dyral, who was only 
15 years old then, that he could come in later if he de- 
cided to.” 

2. Get legal advice. “Our next step was to contact 
our lawyer. He advised against forming a family corpora- 
tion for the time being. He suggested we wait until the 
boys had time to build up more capital. He further sug- 
gested that the boys buy into the partnership as they 
could afford it—and that they be paid regular monthly 
wages for their labor,’ Emil continues. 

3. Pay monthly wages. All the income from the 
farm operation is deposited in the joint bank account of 
Emil Dunklau and Sons. From [ Turn to page 66

install electric 


heating cables in 
farrowing houses 


By A. J. Muehling, University of ilinois 
Now you can make little pigs more comfortable and increase 
profits by placing electric heating cable in concrete farrowing 
house floors. Many producers are installing electric heating 
cable in their farrowing houses for these reasons: 
@ It’s a permanent installation. No maintenance is required. 
® Heating cable is safe. It won’t set fire to bedding. 
@ You can turn off heat in idle pens. Each pen has a switch. 
@ Floor temperature can be accurately and evenly controlled. 
Use a polyvinyl-chloride plastic-covered wire with at least 
3’ to 6’ of non-heating lead wire. Lead and rubber coverings 
deteriorate in concrete and may result in electrocution of pigs. 
One thermostat can control 4 to 6 units. Only the unit with 
thermostat need be operated to control heat in other units. 
By using one thermostat for 4 units, an installation of a 
400-watt unit will cost about $17. 

‘It’s almost impossible to do a good job placing cable in 
concrete by just stringing it. Agricultural engineers at the 
University of Illinois recommend making integral units by 
taping cable to a 44" cement asbestos board. You can then 
place them on fresh concrete, assured they will all be 144” deep 
as they’re supposed to be. Some commercial cables are made 
up in units; the procedure for placing them is as shown here. 
Study the pictures and drawings to see how it’s done. 
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1. Save time by making several heating units in ad- 
vance on a plywood jig or form. Space cable to give 
30 to 40 watts heat per square foot. Check manufac- 
turer's specifications. Drive finish nails into plywood 
sheet, as shown at left. Place '/’’ cement-asbestos 
panels between nails. Wrap cable around nails. 


5. Strike off the cement so you can place the heating 
unit 1!” below the floor surface. You can do this by 
nailing a 1x4 to the 2x4 strike-off board so it extends 
14” below floor level. This will give 2!” cement 
below the heating unit. Pour the cement and level it 
off just before placing the heating unit. 





as 
2. Tape cable to asbestos panels at each end 
and at points between. Now you have an entire 
heating unit. Just lift the panels and cable 
from the plywood jig. If properly taped, units 
can be stacked without disturbing cable. 
You'll make the next unit in about 15 minutes. 


6. By placing heating unit on freshly leveled 
cement, the cement asbestos panel will set in 
the cement for pezmanent location. For most 
efficient use of heating cables, place the units 
only in the area that will be occupied by little 
pigs. The sows don't need this heat. 


3. It’s important to prepare a good base. Place 4” to 
6” of gravel and smooth it off to leave room for a 4” 
concrete floor. Foam insulation under the heated area 
saves some heat. Here you see 2” insulation placed in 
the gravel so top is flush with gravel surface. You may 
wish to place it as shown in drawing (below, left). 


7. Metal conduit protects lead wires. Short conduit 
goes to the on-off switch. Capillary tube to thermostat 
is in conduit which extends over center of panel. A 
sensing element is later inserted in the conduit. For 
bulb-type elements, put a 1x4 form into cement at 
bulb location. Remove it, and mortar in conduit.

4. Place 4-mil polyethylene film over 
the gravel to prevent moisture coming 
up from the ground and through the 
floor. Be extremely careful not to 
puncture the plastic film when pouring 
the cement over it 


8. When placing final layer, don't 
pour cement directly on the cable 
Strike it off with a 2x4 and trowel it 
with a steel trowel. Remove danger- 
ous, slick finish with a soft brush. Let 
it set 2 weeks before operating.

Check the draw- 
ing and the following specifications whether you’re remodeling 
or putting up a new building. 
@ Insulation—batt insulation with vapor barrier on one side. 
@ False ceiling—25/32” water-resistant insulation board. 
@ Inside wall—exterior plywood, rough boards, hardboard, 
or other material pigs won’t damage. 
@ Vapor barrier in tloor—plastic film or 45-pound asphalt 
roofing with laps sealed. 
® Rigid insulation—plastic or glass foam, or other rigid board. 
®@ Roofing—if sheet metal is used, place it directly over 44” or 
25/32” insulation board to reduce moisture problems. 
@ Slope—about 1” per foot for good drainage. 
Place rigid insulation around the foundation of the farrowing 
house. It helps prevent condensation [ Turn to page 60 








Here’s materials handling you 





This is one of the most practical liquid-manure 
systems for confinement swine production we’ve seen. 
It was built by Charles Thompson, Jr., and his two 
sons, of Knox County, Indiana. 





They started with an old 50’x80’ beef barn (see 
drawing, heavy lines) that had a 15’ concrete feeding 
apron along the south side. They added a concrete 
pit (enlarged drawing) along the outer edge of the 
apron to receive all the manure from the 5 pens. Now 
it takes only 30 to 40 minutes a day to scrape manure 
from the dunging areas into the pit through 4” 
mesh grates in the concrete pit top. 

The pit holds 4 to 6 weeks’ droppings, but it’s usu- 
ally cleaned every 3 weeks with a tank-wagon equip- 
ped with vacuum pump and hose. It takes 4% day to 
clean the pit and spread manure. The barrel in the 
pit bottom acts as a sump for the suction hose. 

Widths of the 5 pens of 50-hog capacity vary from 
10’ to 15’. Small hogs start in short pens; as hogs 
grow, movable gates are repositioned to give them 
more room. Crushed corncob bedding is stored in the 
area behind the sorting alley. 

Here’s all it took to set up this liquid-manure 
system: Concrete, $405; hired labor, $115; excava- 
tion, $65; 500-gallon tank wagon and pump, $500. 
That’s not quite $1,100. 


Feed processing and distribution for $855 


Automation and mechanization of livestock feeding 
do not necessarily mean expensive new buildings. 
Lawrence and Bernard Todt, Montgomery County, 
Illinois, had a situation that exists on many farms 
today: Their feeding lots were in different locations 
see drawing) separated by a driveway. But they 
mechanized their feeding with a small investment. 
Let’s follow the system: The grinder-blender is 
located in a wing of the corncrib. An unloading pit 
in the floor receives shelled corn or other feeds, and 
a vertical elevator conveys it to overhead storage. 
From storage, feeds drop to the grinder-blender 
where they are automatically proportioned and 
ground, then elevated to overhead storage or into 
auger conveyors leading to hog feeders outside. 
Hog feeding: Augers leading to feeders on both 
sides of the driveway are 16’ above ground. That 
permits loads of baled hay to pass beneath. Feed 
drops to self-feeders through 4” tubes when feed 
valves are tripped by pulling ropes. A branch auger 
also moves rations to a cattle feeder in the barn. 
Cattle feeding: Silage is loaded onto a self-unload- 
ing wagon by a portable elevator (see drawing). 
Wagon is then positioned beneath overhead storage 
and topped off with concentrate ration. Silage and 
concentrate are mixed as wagon unloads into bunks.

At right, above, is the barn that Charles Thompson, Jr., and his sons, Ronald 
(center) and Wayne, remodeled for their liquid manure swine finishing setup 
They plan to remodel another barn for the same type of manure disposal. 

The pens slope toward the underground manure pit at '/"’ per foot; the pit 
top slopes toward the grates at about 34"" per foot. Because of the relatively 
steep slopes, the finishing floor remains clean and dry. Eave troughs divert rain 
from the barn roof so it won't flood the pit 

It's a simple matter to clean the manure pit: Just remove one of the metal 
grates and insert the suction hose from the tank-wagon into the pit. The vacuum 
pump on the wagon does the rest. 

Wayne scrapes solid manure through grates into the underground pit (right) 
That's about the only physical work involved in cleaning pens. Thompsons have 
not found it necessary to flush the pens since the system has been operating 


Feed processing is all done in the building at the right. You're looking in on 
the drive floor where the self-unloading wagon, loaded with silage, is positioned 
to be topped off with a grain ration from overhead storage. You can also see the 
auger conveyor which moves ground feed from the grinder-blender to self-feeders 
Bernard Todt pulls the rope that drops ground ration to one of the self-feeders 

If you were to walk on through the door at right, you'd see the grinder-blender 
(below, at left) which processes feed rations for both hogs ond cattle. James 
Durbin, employed by the Todts, adjusts the proportion of the ration compo- 
nents for blending and grinding. Ground feed is elevated overhead into the ou- 
ger system for hogs, or it's stored unti] needed to top off a load of silage for cattle 

You can see how it all fits together as you look at the entire layout at right, 
below. From the processing center, the feed moves in ouger from left to right 
to the second hog lot. A self-unloading wagon fills feed bunks in foreground.

Why you should post 
a sick pig 





By Mike Bay 


Technical Assistance: Paul C. Bennett, D.V.M., lowa State University 


Nothing is quite as complicated as a sick pig. If he has nothing 
more wrong with him than a cough he may have 2 or more 
diseases. In fact, he may have any of the 8 shown on opposite page. 

Now, the problem is to positively identify the culprit that 
threatens to remove your herd from a profit-making status. In 
this case, we had one symptom—coughing—which fits 8 types of 
diseases. Four of the 8 required complicated laboratory analysis 
which took 2 days to a month to complete. 

This means for 4 of these diseases—erysipelas, enterotoxemia, 
virus pig pneumonia, and bacterial pneumonia—your herd would 
have been exposed for a period of 2 days to a month before the 
type of infection could be identified. This delay emphasizes the 
need to watch your animals closely for signs of sickness and then 
isolate the sick ones immediately. 

From a treatment standpoint, it just isn’t economical to play 
a guessing game as to what kind of infections are bothering a 
coughing pig and then use a shotgun medication approach. You 
actually’ have 2 guessing games going at once—what disease is 
working on the pig and what medication will be effective. Your 
chances are less than 1 to 8 you'll identify the cause, since the pig 
may be affected with more than one infection. 

Let’s assume you were lucky and guessed the cause. You still 
are not sure which drug or antibiotic will be effective. Virus pig 
pneumonia and bacterial pneumonia are quite capable of building 
up a resistance to a medication—especially if it is fed contin- 
uously in the feeding program. For this reason, the pneumonia 
organisms from the posted pig are subjected to a sensitivity test to 
determine which drug or drugs will control the bacteria. 

Spotting the infection quickly and using the most effective 
methods of treatment is your most direct route to more profit.

Posting identifies 4 diseases 


Influenza: Pale areas of pig’s lung are filled 
with a clear fluid—the kind found in an 
apple with a watery core. As little or no air 
can get into these areas, the efficiency and 
function of the lung is greatly reduced. The 
interior of the lung has a purplish-red, 
“beefy,” pasty appearance throughout. 


Atrophic rhinitis: The scroll-like projections 
in the pig’s nasal cavity act as an air filter 
to keep lungs free of foreign material. Their 
destruction by atrophic rhinitis leaves 
large holes in the filter system. 

Infectious atrophic rhinitis does not alter 
any tissues except those shown here inside 
the pig’s nose. Except where damage is se- 
vere, diagnosis in live pig is difficult. 


Lungworms: These small, white, thread- 
like worms block the air passageways 
throughout the lungs. During the posting of 
a pig, they often can be found by cutting 
away the edge of the lung. 

For a time after infection, larvae can be 
found in the pig’s lymph glands. Many es- 
cape from this location, enter the blood 
stream, proceed to right side of heart and 
lungs where they break out to air passages. 


Roundworms: At an immature stage, these 
tiny worms wander through both the liver 
and lungs, causing the scar tissue shown 
here. These liver scars indicate that the lar- 
vae also have been in the lungs. 

There is little damage in the intestine 
except when numbers of worms close the 
lumen of the intestine completely or, occa- 
sionally, mechanically perforate the gut. 


Posting plus microscopic examination 
of cultured organism required here 


Erysipelas and enterotoxemia: Both inter- 
fere with blood circulation and may cause 
the presence of either clear or blood stained 
streaks of fluid in lungs. As symptoms are 
similar, a bacteriological examination, such 
as the one Doctor Bennett is making, must 
be used to identify a specific disease. 


Posting, culturing identify disease. 
Sensitivity test selects treatment 


Virus pig pneumonia: Disease resembles 
influenza except that lesions on lung are not 
as extensive and are a darker red. Treat- 
ment for VPP and secondary bacterial 
pneumonia should be based on a sensitivity 
test, since these diseases may build up re- 
sistance to a specific drug or medication. 


Bacterial pneumonia: Jt usually accom- 
panies viral lung infections but can and 
does occur without viruses. Lesions on lung 
are usually dark red, vary in size and loca- 
tion. A cut surface appears mottled, varying 
from reddish to yellowish to grayish.

Laboratory identification of bacteria requires at 
least 24-48 hours, often 3-5 days, and sometimes 
21-30 days. As positive diagnosis often hinges on 
bacteriological examinations, isolate pigs from 
herd at first signs of sickness. Here Dr. Paul 
Bennett, supervisor of Iowa Veterinary Medical 
Diagnostic Lab., inspects media. 
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Bacteria grows in culture media 





Bacteria is tested for sensitivity to drugs 
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Summer feed—low-moisture hay 
silage made in cement silo. 


First-cutting alfalfa cures just 1 day after cut- 
ting and crushing. The second morning, at 35- 
45% moisture, it’s chopped and put in 33-year- 
old cement silo, with no preservative. 

In the silo, this partially cured, chopped al- 
falfa turns into a sweet-smelling, low-moisture 
hay silage. All the wilted leaves are still on the 
stems. 

The Bergs feed this silage out with a top un- 
loader and 35-foot auger running from bottom 
of the silo chute. The silage is hauled to mobile 
wooden bunks and fed to the cows. 

There are 4 big advantages to this system. 
First, the summer feed supply is stored in silo 
space that is normally empty until it is time to 
make corn silage in the fall. 

Next, the Bergs find their cows maintain a 
steady high milk flow on low-moisture hay si- 
lage. When they were on rotation pastures, the 
cows produced peaks in milk flow. 

Third, mobile bunk feeding keeps the cows 
cleaner. The loaded bunks are pulled onto fresh 
pasture sod at each feeding. 

Fourth, the largest amount of food value is 
harvested, stored, and fed with smallest pos- 
sible loss. This pays off in milk checks. 


Winter feed—hay baled “tough” 
and dried down in the mow. 


Last year the Bergs switched from chopping to 
baling alfalfa for winter forage. They start bal- 
ing when crushed alfalfa in windrow is 25-30% . 
Baler is adjusted to make and tie rather “‘loose”’ 
bales. Note bale-tossing attachment which 
loads bales into same wagon formerly used for 
chopped hay. Bales are stacked around dryer 
flues in mow, where the hay dries down. Every 
nutritious leaf is still on the stems. 

The drying system consists of large fan and 
gasoline motor placed at the south end of the 
mow. It uses natural air and heat generated by 
motor. The Bergs found they can dry down % 
of a mow full of bales successfully. As air doesn’t 
circulate through bales as freely as through 
chopped hay, the system is not quite as efficient 
on bales, as on chopped hay. 

Winter ration fed the herd is: 35 lbs. corn 
silage, 30-35 Ibs. hay, and grain fed at 1 to 4. 
Grain ration is 60% oats, 40% corn-and-cob 
meal, 5% molasses. Elsmer figures this is 11.5% 
protein. Cows producing over 65 lbs. milk get 
no extra grain; must get feed from hay. 

In summer, cows loaf in small alfalfa-brome 
pasture and eat silage out of mobile bunks. They 
don’t clean up a 1-4 grain ration, so get what 
they clean up. They get a few bales of hay daily 
in addition to low-moisture hay silage. 
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Eerly cutting is the first step for Gordon and Elsmer Berg. 


Alfalfais key to 584-pound average 


When the land 


feeds the cow

Eismer Berg and his son, Gordon, get top production from 
55 purebred Holsteins without feeding protein supplement or 
commercial feed. They figure “‘the land should feed the cow,” 
and that’s just what happens on their 240-acre Dodge County 
farm in east-central Wisconsin. 

“The protein is in the forage,”’ says Elsmer. “‘The trick is 
to get it.” And that’s just what he does. He now feeds 130 
head on the grain and forage off 50 acres of corn, 65 acres of 
oats, 29 acres of pasture, and 76 acres of alfalfa. 

Pulling this trick has taken the Bergs through a long list of 
trials and experiments since they established the goal some 
20 years ago. From 1941 to 1946, the farm was used as a 
fertilizer demonstration farm. Then in 1945 Elsmer pioneered 
cutting his alfalfa 3 times a year. He also installed a mow 
dryer and started putting up chopped alfalfa, because he be- 
lieved this was the best way to cut leaf losses. In 1951 he add- 
ed a hay crusher to cut down field drying time.

Gather together 
your sewing machine, scissors, and some gay fabric 
Choose from any of the 5 simple-to-make ideas—one 
requires no sewing. Select colors to co-ordinate with 
your present color scheme or begin a new one. The 
result will brighten and refresh your kitchen, giving 
it a new lift, and you a feeling of self-satisfaction. 
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Simple treatment for a window with a venetian blind—just a 
valance made from a half circle of fabric. The inner portion 
measuring the same width as the window frame. Use striped 
bias tape as a border trim and to cover venetian blind tapes.

A unique heat exchanger has recently 
been developed that will save dairymen 
money by making more efficient use of the 
electricity used to operate bulk coolers 

lests conducted at Cornell University 
under the direction of Prof. C. N. Turner 
agricultural engineer, revealed: 19%, sav- 
ings to cool each 100 pounds of milk and 
a 44% savings in heating a gallon of 
water in summer tests. Winter tests 
showed 5% and 37% savings in cooling 


milk and heating water, respectiveh 


How? 


By operating a heat exchanger in series 
with the refrigeration condenser, the new 
unit uses (1) the heat removed from milk 
in the cooling process, and (2) electri 
energy which powers the refrigeration 
compressor and re-emerges as heat to 
preheat water to as much as 156", de- 
pending on milk volume and milk house 
temperatures. The preheated water then 
flows into a regular water heater for con 
trolled temperature heating. Thus, the 
saving is equal to the value of the clec- 
tricity which would otherwise have to b« 
purchased to warm the water to the degre« 
of preheating accomplished by the unit 

You might say this system uses the 
electricity twice, so you should be abk 
to get more hot water for the electricity 
you buy to cool milk. It may be necessary 
to provide additional heat to prevent 
freezing in the milk house during ex- 


tremely cold weather

around outside walls and floor and re- 
duces transfer of heat from electric cables 
to the foundation. 


Ventilate the attic with louvers and 
provide ventilation to supply fresh air 
and to remove moisture produced )by res- 
piration of the sows and pigs. in cold 
weather, this moisture must be removed 
from the air by ventilation to prevent 
condensation on inside surfaces. Univer- 
sity of Illinois recommends using 2-speed 
fans, or several fans, so ventilation rate 
can be varied for different conditions. 
Be sure to provide inlets to permit circula- 
tion of air through the building. Locate 
fans and inlets where they'll produce 
minimum drafts on little pigs, and so air 
exchange is even throughout ,the build- 
ing. Don’t put fans in walls that are sub- 
ject to prevailing winds 

How much ventilation? It will vary 
with weather conditions. Here are recom- 
mended ventilation rates for hog houses 
when inside air temperature is 50°: 

Average Ventilation rate— 

outdoor c.f.m. per sow 

temperature with litter 

0° 21 

20° 27 

30° 34 

35° 43 
The above ventilation rates are designed 
to remove all excess moisture at 50°, 
inside temperature 

When inside temperature drops below 
50°, ventilation rates (cubic feet per min- 
ute, air moved by fans) must be reduced 
so inside temperature will not become 
too low. At such times, it may be impos- 
sible to remove all the moisture, but this 
condition probably will last only a few 
days. If it persists, it may be necessary 
to add heat with a space heater. 

The size of fan is determined by the 
rate (c.f.m.) at which air must be moved. 
First, calculate the ventilation rate and 
then select fans which will do the job at 
peak demand conditions

By doubling up work we can also 
get away for a few days vacation or take a 
trip,” he adds. 

Machinery savings. An important 
advantage of a family partnership is re- 
duced machinery inventory. Their big 
savings is in planting and harvesting 
equipment. They own one four-row 
planter, one pull-type combine and one 
mounted picker. If they were farming in- 
dividually, each would need a set of this 
equipment. 

They keep five tractors. One isequipped 
with a mounted loader and used in lots 
the year around. Four other tractors, in- 
cluding a diesel which pulls four 14” 
plows, are used for field work. They cul- 
tivate with four-row cultivators. 

Summary. Changing the form of 
ownership of a farm is a step that should 
not be taken without serious study and 
consideration. The Dunklaus’ partner- 
ship arrangement is successful in large 
measure because they knew what they 
wanted, and planned carefully to fulfill 
their objectives. If you form a partner- 
ship, use as much care and planning as 
they did

While the Bergs were improving their 
forage, they have also been improving 
their cows. The 1960 HIR herd lactation 
average was 15,387 pounds of milk, 
3.85%, 584 pounds of fat. This is the sixth 
consecutive year over 500 pounds. 

The herd is officially classified for type 
at regular intervals. On the last herd 
classification there were 10 “Excellent,” 
30 “Very Good,” and 18 “Good Plus,” 
with none classified lower. 

Among the key cows in the herd are 
Eldie Lady NJ, classified ““Very Good.” 
She has records of 1,003, 996, 940, 937, 
and 856 pounds of fat; several of them 
with over 24,000 pounds of milk. The son 
and the grandson of this cow are the 
Bergs’ present herd sires. 

One of the foundation cows in the herd 
is Vigo Burke Hengervale, a Gold Medal 
dam classified “‘Excellent.’’ She has an 
official lifetime total production of 
177,795 pounds of milk and 6,228 pounds 
of fat. One of her sons is Excellent and 
Gold Medal and in all, 3 of her sons 
have been used in the herd.

auto gaskets may heave up in 
when installed. Adhesives often 
aren’t tacky enough to hold the gasket to 
the metal. 

I’ve solved this problem by using clip 
type clothespins, clipping them over the 
raised part of the gasket. The pin holds it 
securely to the metal until the adhesive 
seals to it. If more than 1 spot raises, I just 
use more pins. I’ve found this method 
will work fast and simply.—J. K., Ohio. 


Ice forming on milk house floors and 
other surfaces in winter can be extremely 
hazardous. We prevent accidents on our 
farm by using an inexpensive safety 
method. We cut burlap bags into squares 
and lay them flat on the floor to make a 
nonskid surface.—E. M., Iowa. 


Car windshields can be kept free of frost 
or snow on frosty nights or during snow- 
storms or ice storms. 

We carry a piece of canvas or heavy 
cloth, such as a feed sack, in our car. We 
stretch this material over the windshield, 
keeping it in place by pinching the ends 
in the doors on each side. It’s easy to put 
on and take off.—F. C. R., Iowa. 


I mounted a gang of electric outlets ina 
protected area of my sawhorse, as shown 
below. This makes power convenient for 
sawing and other jobs. My sawhorse is 
extra wide on top to make a good working 
platform.—H. J. M., Florida. 


Sand and sawdust can be spread on 
slippery sidewalks or driveways quickly, 
I’ve found, by using a hand grass seeder. 
This makes it safer to walk or drive. 
S. M. J., Minnesota. 


Knobs on cupboards and drawers fre- 
quently work loose. In our home we 
secure them by inserting a washer made 
of sandpaper. 

We first cut the washers to size for each 
knob. Then we fit one to each screw with 
the abrasive side facing the cupboard or 
drawer. The knobs will then remain se- 
cure after tightening.—A. K., Minnesota. 


My “‘workbench” can be used 2 ways, 
as shown below. It’s also sturdy, useful, 
and can be made any size. Standing up- 
right, it’s a seat or sawhorse, according to 
my needs. When I turn it over I can use 
it as a sawbuck.—A. Z., Minnesota. 


I check valves first for leaks when my 
air or pressure tanks fail to hold constant 
pressure. 

I set the valve so the valve seat is closed 
toward the tank. If this isn’t done, air 
may pass through the valve-stem pack- 
ing.—A. W. N., Iowa. 


I haul feed in bushel baskets in my pick- 
up without the usual sliding and upset- 
ting. I simply place used car tires flat on 
the floor, then put the baskets in them. 
The baskets fit perfectly. —J. P. C., Iowa. 


Reflecting tape stuck to an auto vibra- 
tion damper timing mark shows up clear- 
ly for me when I use a timing light. The 
light is sharply reflected from the narrow 
strip of tape. This makes it easy for me to 
see if the timing is retarded, advanced, or 
on dead center.—J/. K., Ohio. 


Nuts can’t unscrew from bolts on our 
machinery, even though we don’t use 
lock nuts. We twist a short length of bal- 
ing or other wire into the thread of the 
bolt beyond the nut as shown in drawing 
above. Wire can be easily cut when nut 
is to be removed.—L. A. S., Nebraska. 


A gauge for measuring diameter and 
length of bolts is kept beside the trays in 
my bolt bin. I made it from a 1x2 board 
a foot and a half long. This board has 
9/16”, 144”, 7/16”, 34", 5/16”, and 4” 
holes in one end of it 

I marked off the other end of the board 
in inches. By using my homemade gauge, 
I can quickly determine the size and 
length of bolts, and tell which tray to put 
the bolts in.—J. N., Nebraska 


While grinding feed on cold winter 
days, I put a curved extension on the ex- 
haust pipe of my tractor. I use it to re- 
move ice and to limber up the belt dress- 
ing on the drive belt. 

I place the extension so the exhaust is 
directed against the face of the belt. This 
doesn’t burn the belt, but it does prevent 
slippage by keeping the belt warm and 
flexible.—G. A. L., North Dakota. 


I lubricate my chain saw before starting 
a job. To do this, I fill the chain race with 
powdered graphite, spinning the chain by 
hand while pumping the oiler. 

This works the graphite and oil mix- 
ture around the race effectively. During 
operation I have to give it a squirt from 
the oiler only occasionally.—L. H. L., 
Michigan.
